' tucky ia the first state in the 
South that has showu un active 
interest in stamping out this 
White Plague, which claims over 
0,500 lives anuually in Kentucky. 

Mr. Kerner will go through 
the state, armed with a camera 
taking pictures and collecting 
statistics of conditions as he 
finds them nod will give lectures 
aad exhibits to acquaint the poo 
pie with, what he fiurts, urging 
them to form local Anti-Tuber 
Miosis Societies and committees 
to take «p the fight in their re- 
spective localities. His head- 
quarters will be at 215 East 
Walnot street, Louisville. 
• Dr. George 1*. Sprague, of 
Lexington, said that a special 
committee on tuberculosis had 
^ been appointed by the Kentucky 
H^vSUte Medical Association, which 
will work in close co-operation 
with the association. 

Dr. S. H. Keller, of Frankfort, 
said that the State Board or 
Health is ready to lead the as- 
sociation every aid possible in 
stamping out this great White 
Plague in Kentucky. 

Mrs. Charles Dallam, of Hen- 
derson, gave an cxcelleut report 
of the work dune by the Hen- 
dor son Anti-Tnberculosis Associ 
atiou, illustrating what can be 
• done in a locality that has real- 
ixed its needs. 

A committee was appointed to 
•■list all fraternal societies in 
the state to help in this great 
fight.

BEGINNING OF THE IRON AGE 

Excellent Reason for Believing 
Originated In Central Europe- 
Its Use in China. 

The iron age is commonly believed 
to have begun In Africa and Asia. The 
latest investigations prove that It was 
not worked in Ksrypt until the ninth 
century before the Christian era: or 
In Libya until 400 H C; that the Sem- 
ites adopted Its use still later, and 
that It hns been known in Ugandi 
only with the last five or six centur- 
ies. In China iron is mentioned In 
400 B. C. Bronze weapons I 
ployed in Chinn until 100 A. D., and 
in Japan until 700 A. D. 

According to a Mr. Ridge way, who 
has Investigated this subject, the 
metallurgy of lion must have origin 
ated In central Kurope, especially in 
Norlriim, which approximately repre- 
sented modern Austria and Ratavla. 
Only at Hallstelt and In Bosnia 
Transylvania, from which countries 
the Acbaians and Dorians are sup- 
posed to have migrated to Greece, are 
found evidences of a gradual introduc- 
tion of Iron, at first as 
applied to the bronze, which It ulti- 
mately displaced. Kverwhere 
iron was introduced suddenly, a fact 
which Implies a foreign origin. 

afateorK iron was known In Kgypt 
In remote antiquity, but not doubt It 
was worked as flints were worked, by 
(lilting or .hipping, and was not 
smelted. In other words, It was the 
metallurgy, not the knowledge of ton, 
Hi.it originated in central Europe.
